The danger is not considered imminent, 
however, as the national assembly is not 
expected to meet for months, and the respon- 
sible Greeks and Cretans have reassured the 
powers that they will do nothing to disturb 
the peace. Nevertheless the countries inter- 
ested in the Balkans are exchanging views. 

Several ambassadors and ministers today

The story of Mansfielld’s life is fairly well 
known through other writers, but it has not 
been so well told as by Mr. Winter. It is the 
story 


Of a man of aspiring genius, who, during many 
years and against many obstacles, strove for the 
achievement of noble results tn the administration 
of the theater; gained brilliant victories; encoun- 
tered grievous disappointments; and, after a gal- 
lant struggi¢, died, exhausted in the endless con- 
test that seeks to make intellect triumphant over 
materialism and the great art of acting a prime 
incentive. to refined civilization, and, therefore, to 

\ public happiness. That chronicle involves narra- 
tive of varied and picturesque theatrical industry, 
analysis of a singularly complex and interesting 
personality, and the presentment of an example 
of endeavor, endurance, persistence, and fidelity 
that ought to prove instructive and stimuilative, 
sepeciaily to every sincere votary of the stage. 


While writing this biography Mr. Winter has 
been admonished of what Macaulay said, that 
“biographers, and inde>d all persons who em- 
ploy themselves in illustrating the lives of 
others, are peculiarly disposed to the disease of 
admiration.” Mr. Winter has extenuated noth- 
ing nor set down aught in malice. He has al- 
lowed Mr. Mansfield to speak for himself. as 
often as-possible through the medium of his let- 
ters. To Mr. Winter, and to. members of his 
family, Manefield wrote nearly 600. letters, 
“many ‘of which; because confidential, have 


‘been destroyed, but many. of. which, because.ing, to jack of judgment”

“ and, like many others, he is indebted to

his unusual collection of dramatic 
annals and relies for illustrative matter. 

From the day of his first meeting, when the 
actor was first introduved to the. critic by tne 
late. Col. B. A. Buck, the famous bon vivant 
and editor of the Spirit of the Times, until near 
the day of his death Mansfield habitually con- 
sulted Mr. Winter relative to schemes and 
ventures, and, referring to h professional 
career, it pleasad him -to say, “I am your dra- 
matic godson.” Hig authorization for the biog-~ 
raphy which Mr. Winter has written was ex- 
pressed in these words: 


**] wonder if you would care to undertake « biog- 
raphy? It, might interest some persons, and much 
in my early fe wis stfange. It should prove 
interesting. I think a book on the life of R. M., 
from your pen, might sell well. I do net know— 
but I think so.”’ .And later, when I told bim I had 
alveady planned the book, he wrote: “I am 
tremendously excited about your writing the life 
of R. M. It is better than being knighted. .. . 
if I am alive next year I propose to invite you 
to go ‘abroad with.me. We will travel over the 
ground together, foot for foot; all the places [ 
lived in, and wae beaten and starved; my grand- 
father’s vineyard—he was the friend of poets; my 
ol eaunt—still living—a ‘ grand iady.’; the school 
at Yoerdon, at Bourbourg; Derby—O, well, it will 
be great and giorious.”’ 


In this biography Mr.. Winter gives us the 
virtues as well as the defects of ite subject; and 
he has judged him right: “Knowing him to 
have been @ go0d man and a great actor, and 40 
depicting him, in thesé pages, not to ignore his 
faults anj errors, nor the censure that: some 
times follows him.
